first time in the proud history of 
that empire—has decided to de- 
fault, other countries are believed 
ikely to follow suit. 
Only little Finland has announced 
it will lay its full installment of 
$166,538 on the line June 15. Ex- 
cept for talk of a possibility that 
one other debtor might pay some- 
thing the prospects for much cash 
on $474,000,000 due or overdue in 
mid-June was considered extremely 
remote. 
The British refusal to pay—aii- 


nounfted in a note delivered to the 
state department last night — her- 
alded a virtually complete collapse 
in a situation that has fUled the 
international scene with bitter re- 
criminations for years. 
- Gre^t Britain said she would de- 
fer all payments on her four billion 
dollar debt until intergovernmental 
talks revise the debt funding agree- 
ments on a payable basis.

WASHINGTON. June 5— OP) — 


Development of the Missouri river 
and its tributaries for power, navi- 
gation, flood control and irrigation 
at an ultimate additional cost of 
$300,236.000 was recommended to 
the president today by his special 
inter-departmental water flow com- 
mittee. The Missouri, including the 
Platte. was among the ten river 
systems of the country given pref- 
erence in the committee report. 


An expenditure 
of $126.000,000 


was recommended to complete ex- 
isting navigation projects, for flood 
control protection, irrigation study 
and stream flow study on the Mis- 
souri proper. 
The Platte river projects favored 


bv the committee and its tech- 
nical advisors included expenditure 
of $33.600.000 for construction or 
completion of five irrigation pro- 
jects and $120,000 for stream flow 
study. 


Projects On Platte. 


The report listed five specific 


projects in the Platte valley as the 
initial step in developing the river 
for power and irrigation in the 
semiarid sections of Colorado and 
Nebraska.

cers as that of Frahm soon after its 
discovery. As a result, Fred Frahm, 
a brother, was arrested and is now 
being held at Oshkosh on the charge 
of first degree murder. 


Teeth Discrepancy Shown. 
Dr. McCreery, a dentist, examined 
the body soon after it was found 
and said that he- doubted immedi- 
ately whether it was that of the 
missing man. Twenty-two to 27 
years ago, he related, he did dental 
work for John Frahm, at one time 
a Saunders county clerk. 
His records show, he said, that 
John Frahm had two pieces of 
bridgework in his mouth, while the 
teeth of the Oshkosh body were all 
intact, except for four knocked out 
at the time of the disinterment.

State Land Commissioner Harry 


p. Conklin's counsel failed on re- 
peated efforts in District court 
Monday afternoon to break down 
Lester Danlelson's story that the 
land commissioner for nine months 
paid Danielson $55 per month cash 
on capitol Janitorial payroll war- 
rants whose faces Danielson never 
saw but which he later ascertained 
were drawn for $100 each. 
Danielson, a Junior law student 
whose home is at Wausa, was 011 
the witness stand nearly all after- 
noon. He repeated on direct exam- 
ination by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral William Wright the story he 
told at the preliminary hearing that 
Conklln each month handed Mm 
his warrant face down for endorse- 
ment, picked up the warrant Imme- 
diately after Danlelson's signature, 
and paid the $55 in cash. 
Denies "Owed" Difference. 
The witness, whose testimony is 
regarded by the state as among its 
most important in the trial of 
Conklin on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the state, flatly denied 
Defense Attorney Max V. Beghtol's 
questions if it were not true that 
Conklin was authorized to deduct 
the difference between $55 and $100 
on Damelson's warrants to repay 
the land commissioner for moneys 
Danielson had borrowed from him. 
' 
Danielson said he had never re- 
ceived back 
any of the money 


claimed retained by Conklin. 
"Mr. Conklin called me in and 
asked me if I wanted to sign an 
affidavit to the effect I had not 
been forced to pay him any money. 
He said he had a surprise for me 
and would pay me the difference 
between $55 and $100 on all my war- 
rants," Danielson testified. 
Refused Sign Affidavit. 


"I asked him what my checks had 
been made out for. He said $100. I 
asked him if that was for every 
month and he said it was. I told 
him I admired his frankness In tell- 
ing me this, but I didn't feel I 
could take the money offered." 
Danielson said he left without either 
taking the money or signing the 
affidavit. 


The witness admitted on cross- 
examination by Beghtol that he bor- 
rowed money from Conklin from 
tune to time, but declared he never 
borrowed more than $15 at a time 
and that he repaid his debt out of 
the $55. He said he owes Conklin 
$15 at the present time. 


"Haven't you been indebted at all 
times to Mr. Conklin?" Attorney 
Beghtol demanded.

act opened in_District Judge Chap- 
pell's court Tuesday morning.' 
Attorney for the 
plaintiffs 
is 
Harry E. Holeman. J. C. McReyn- 
olds is attorney for the defendants, 
Ernest and Frank Holms. During 
the morning P. R. Chevalier, owner 
of the Chevalier station at Thir- 
teenth and L streets, arid John 
Chapman, manager of the muni- 
cipal gas station, gave testimony as 
to the cost of gasoline , its trans- 
portation, and what is generally 
considered a fair differential be- 
tween the purchase price and the 
selling price. 
As grounds for an injunction the 


plaintiff alleges that the 
Holms 
company entered into a combination 
about April 15 for the purpose of 
eliminating cempetition. Attorney 
McReynolds for 
the 
defendants 
denies this and declares that the 
whole suit is "a left handed attempt 
to get relief for parties who are not 
parties to this action and to help 
them In their attempt to 
dictate 


prices." 
Attorney Holeman said that the 
"large companies have nothing to 
do with this action and it is merely 


a matter which is causing trouble 
among the independents." 


When the hearing became con- 
fused by the questior of what rela- 
tion the NRA oil code has to a fair 
market price. Judge Chappell clari- 
fied the 
immediate situation by 
pointing out that the suit is brought 
under a state statute and that the 
whole matter revolves around the 
question of "What Is a fair market 
price." 


It must be remembered," Judge 


Cftiappell said, "that the cost of the 
operation of a station is not ma- 
terial to this suit. A person can op- 
erate at a loss and set his own 
price just as long as he doesn't re- 
duce prices with the idea of putting 
some one else out of business." 


Chevalier in his testimony said 
that ten days ago the margin of 
profit on gasoline \n the city was 
so small that it. was ca.using much 
apprehension. "Even now," he as- 
serted, "we operate at a per gallon 
profit of about four cents when six 
cents is considered a fair differ- 
ential." 


The question of the methods by 
which major oil companies operate 
was brought into the hearing by the 
independents. Just what a 
fan- 
market price is was still a debated 
question as the morning session 
ended.

CWA projects left over from last 


winter and still unfinished will be 
utilized to get the work relief pro- 
gram going as soon as possible. The 
budgetary needs of each rural fam- 
ily will be considered in fixing the 
Trace limit per week for its head.

chart just printed and now being 
distributed 
from State Engineer 
Coc«ran's office, showing completed 
work as it will be on July 1, the 
total 
yellow 
mileage Is extended 
noticeably over that whicfl appeared 
on the old map, bearing the same 
date of 1933. 


One continuous yellow line, except 


for three comparatively short sec- 
tions west of North Platte, stretches 
across th state from east to west, 
marking the Lincoln highway, U. S 
No 30. and its south variant through 
Omana 


Many Routes Paved. 


Another solid yellow strip, follow- 


ing the route of U 3. No. 6, the 
Roosevelt national highway, runs 
from Lincoln northeast to Omaha 
and southwest to Exeter, a total dis- 
tance of 100 miles. Farther west on 
the same route are three more 
lemon-hued sectors which extend 
through Hastings, Holdrege, and 
McCook 
The Cornnusker highway soutn 


from Lincoln to Beatrice and state 
route No 16 from Omaha to Wahoo, 
U S No. 73 and 75 from Herman to 
Howe, through Omaha are other 
mam paved routes 
designated on 
the new map 
Another is from Al- 
liance to Scottsbluff and beyond, 
upwards of 85 miles long, with only 
a 4-mile segment still unsurfaced.

The validity of the revised junk 
ordinance pjassed by the city a few 
weeks ago is to be tested in at 
east two court actions, preparations 
for which were under way Tuesday, 
according to Deputy City Attorney 
Lloyd Chapman. 'We are going to 
test the law thoroughly," Mr Chap- 
man said. 


The cases will be filed under ord- 
ers from the city council, following 
a tour of the junk yards late Mon- 
day by Mayor Fenton B. Fleming, 
members of the city council and Mr. 
Chapman. "Pick out a couple or 
three of the most flagrant cases and 
»o the limit, as conditions such as 
these cannot be tolerated a day 
longer than it takes to get rid of 
them," the mayor ordered. 
The council also ordered Joe Sha- 
piro, to move the junk stored at 
the rear of 2119-25 R street, "and 
clean up the premises" 
According to Mr. Chapman 
a 
number of the junk dealers have 
united to fight the new ordinance, 
"and have purposely refused to obey 
the law." The ordinance requires 
that a tight fence at least 8 feet 
high must be built around all junk 
yards not under cover. As fast 
as 
old automobiles are wrecked, the 
waste materials must be removed 
Weeds must be kept down, and the 
entire premises free from all in- 
flammable materials 
Under the provisions of the zon- 


ing ordinance, junk yards can be 
operated only in the industrial dis- 
trict. The property which Mr Shap- 
iro was ordered to abandon is in 
the commercial classification.

South Dakota fanners, their small 
grains heavily damaged, watched 
for rams to save forage crops. 
Wisconsin reported livestock feed 


virtually exhausted The grasshop- 
per menace in northern counties 
was as great as the lack of moisture 
Iowa cited chinch bugs as the 


most serious threat to its crops 
Heavy rains within 10 days would 
save the corn crop 
In Nebraska the feed situation 
was the most serious, assuring some 
forced reduction of cattle supplies 
Wheat Failure In Western Kansas. 
Wheat was virtually a total fail- 


ure in western Kansas, but the 
crisis was not reached in the corn 
crop 
Abnormal rams in Wyoming were 


held as the only hope for cattle and 
crops. A foodstuffs carryover re- 
move dthe danger of famine 
In Ohio the condition was de- 


scribed as the worst in 20 years, 
with corn, wheat and oats more 
than 50 per cent retarded 


Heavy rams were the hope of the 
Illinois corn crop, and damage to 
crops and pastures was general in 
Indiana.

themselves can answer him. Its solution rests in hu- 
man hearts and human minds. 


Its solution lies in a new spirit on the part of the 


leaders that superior qualities in this newly made 
age require greater sacrifices for the common good 
than were necessary when the tools did not exist to 
make those qualities so amazingly efficient. It may 
be done unwillingly as a result of law, of regimenta- 
tion, of governmental interference or it may come 
to pass through the regeneration of men with both 
vision and strikingly unselfish instincts. The solu- 
tion lies not only in a glowing sacrifice by the lead- 
ers, but in higher intelligence, higher efficiency, more 
careful planning by the laggards, so that the error 
which makes laggards shall in time disappear. 


We of this new generation march to the battle 


gaily. Opportunity for great adventure in the w=rld 
of political progress did not die in Valley Forge. 
Ahead is an adventure as appealing as the one which 
fired the spirit, kindled the 
enthusiasm, 
and en- 


thralled the hearts and minds of early America and 
it shall be won, won in this country because it still 
is young, still virile, still sound morally and intellec- 
tually, stall unafraid of change, and still cautious of 
rashness.

But Mr. Young's generation perfected the ma- 


chine; improved it until it was able to do twice and 
in some instances a hundred times what it had done 
previously. Mr. Young's generation made it possible 
for the common man to live as only the very rich 
and the favored of previous generations had-lived. 
Mr. Young's generation took hold of a country mar- 
velously productive, but unorganized in its develop- 
ment held back through the lack of adequate tools, 
the absence okimagination, and in the surge of forty 
years shifted man's concern from a question of not 
enough to one of too much, faultily distributed. 


We may thrill to the challenge which he tossed to 


the new generation. Here's the world-not the one 
which we entered, but one made over in the matter 
of production—and it is yours to do what you will 
with it.

In Mr. Young's time, the great unknown which 


beckoned alluringly to young men was the physical 
sciences with which the inventor and the engineer 
were concerned. There was electricity, chemistry, the 
air itself, shortly to surrender to conquest. There 
were new materials, new machines, and new appli- 
cations. 
We said politically we had attained per- 


fection. 
The institutions of democracy had been 


brought down to the exactness which gave full rein 
to the ambitions of free men; full opportunity to the 
aspirations of people with Imagination, with unusual 
views of humanity, with what was then in a world 
of royalty unorthodox conceptions as to the place a 
commoner could occupy in the social scheme. Mr. 
Young said the approaching catastrophe was fore- 
seen by %ome for many years. The social, political, 
and economic machinery was not being advanced in 
anything like the degree that forces were being de- 
veloped by the physical sciences. The law stood still, 
*hile business with its new weapons was going over 
the ramparts Into no man's land.

•mBTWEEN politics and every day living, stretched 
Mm a wide, uncharted gulf. In a period ages re- 
moved by physical science from the era which in- 
spired an enunciation of democratic Ideals, we still 
were thinking politically speaking politically, and 
acting politically in the dead past. We had divorced 
economics from politics. With stubborn persistence 
in some instances, with astounding blindness in 
others, we either turned away or closed our eyes to 
the fact that what was happening in physical science 
was affecting profoundly the routine habits, the av- 
erage tastes, the common thought of the American 
people- 
In Industry. Mr. Young reminded his audience, the 


last generation did not wear out anything. As fast 
is the new came on. the old was abandoned.

experiment, day after day. Industry has taken 
from the physical sciences everything new which 
it could apply almost regardless of cost. Has 
that been true In the social and political sdenccs? 
No, not at all. Laws were laws, banks were banks, 
society was fociety In its height* and its depths, 
the untouchables of our time. New ideas injhat 
field were said to come from visionaries: experi- 
ments were revolutionary: and so we refused to 
take the lesson which was being

THE NEW TRAFFIC LIGHTS. 


A 


FTER weeks of absence of traffic control lights 


on O street, motorists of Lincoln and those in 


the habit of visiting this city will be all the more 
appreciative of these aids when they are again In op- 
eration. It is 'true that traffic officers at some of 
the Intersections, working part time, greatly assisted 
in avoiding congestion and accidents, but Lincoln's 
police foice Is far too small to guard all such points, 
and even busy crossings as Fourteenth and O have 
been without control since the old lights were re- 
moved. 


That there has not been a greater number of 


crashes while the installation was hi progress is due 
in large part to the fact that most of the drivers of 
cars and trucks have been appreciative of the danger 
and have handled their vehicles with unusual care. 
But even with all precautions there has been much 
loss of time and a few collisions. 


When traffic lights were first installed their pres- 


ence was resented by some motorists, who grumbled 
that Lincoln was seeking to put on the airs of a 
metropolitan city, whereas it was merely an over- 
grown village. All of this is of the past, however, and 
all now realize that the utmost precaution must be 
exercised in handling the great volume of traffic and 
that even in such circumstances some accidents will 
occur. 


Practically all of these, however, are due' to neg- 


ligence upon the part of some drivers, who are un- 
mindful of the rights of others. With the new and 
improved system now nearing completion, there will 
be no excuse-for accidents at any of the O street in- 
tersections. Nevertheless there will be accidents, due 
entirely to negligence. Some driver will dart around 
a corner and strike a pedestrian who has not had 
time to reach the sidewalk; another will fail to heed 
the light which changes just as he enters the in- 
tersection, while others will be guilty of other viola- 
tions. 


Such drivers should be rigorously prosecuted. A 


great sum is being expended to insure safety, and 
those who insist upon endangering the lives of them- 
selves and others should be made to understand that 
'such conduct will not be tolerated.

Athletics do not simply make 
strong muscles and stout hearts and 
ungs they also train the nervous 
system. The baseball player who 
can train his muscles to come to 
tension in a tenth or a twentieth 
of a second sooner than his oppo- 
nent, will make the winning play. 


It's too bad we haven't got in- 
sect muscles. Then they wouldn t 
have to try to get a livelier ball 
They would have to tame the ball 
down. The field would be laid out 
so that it would be about a mile 
from base to base. Because the in- 
sect muscle is the most perfect one 


human muscle responds many 
times slower than the insect muscle, 
and releases only a fraction of the 
amount of energy in proportion to 
its size that the insect muscle does. 
If grasshoppers the size of men 
played baseball, the runner could 
jump from home to first and make 
a home run in four jumps. 
Another feature about our hu- 
man muscles is that after we have 
put 
them 
uV motion—contracted 


them—we cant get them uncon- 
tracted for some time. The contrac- 
tion of an untrained human muscle 
lasts .08 seconds. That of an insect 
last .003 seconds. It is plain that in 
order to make any progress in a 
series of movements we have to un- 
contract the muscles and then re- 
contract them, over and over again. 
Here the insect has us at a great 
disadvantage, because it wastes so 
little time on uncontraction. 
I said the 
untrained human 
muscle stays contracted .08 seconds. 
Training will improve this. The rao- 
bitx muscle stays contracted .07 sec- 
onds: hence the rabbit can move 
rapidlv. If the baseball batter, by 
practice, can train his muscle to 
uncontract a fraction <*««*<£, »»?J 
the opposing shortstop, he will beat 
the throw.

His ever- 
lasting urge has been to dig ditches. 


Every land owner has taken ad- 
vantage of our great modern road 
building program, to dram out some 
low land, lake or pond, on his prem- 
ises. This has been going on for 
the past decade at a tremendous 
rate, and in every part ot America, 
until the result has been the wid- 
ening of the natural desert of the 
west to include our new great Ameri- 
can man-made wheat deserts of the 
middle west, with the result that 
this drouthy condition is widening to 
all parts of the continent and me 
rainfall is becoming less and less 
everywhere. 
The reasons are another 
story, 
that summer storms and thunder 
showers depend more or less upon 
accumulated 
humidity 
generated 


from vast areas of saturated soils 
and water surfaces, so that a gen- 
eral temperate climatic condition is 
established 
and precipitation is 
made possible. The remedies are 
obviously as follows: 
First. All original natural water 
holding bassins on each individual 
tract of land to be restored, or even 
improved in capacity. 
Second. Where good small arti- 
ficial storage basins can be de- 
veloped in natural water courses, tne 
government should buy the land 
and store water for irrigation wnere 
practical. 
Third. Wherever irrigation is prac- 
tical from large dependable sources, 
get started as soon as possible to get 
these waters stored in reservoirs and 
in the land. 
Fourth. In place of the present 
crop control program, withdraw all 
of the lirst two types of land from 
all farming use, except from per- 
manent pastures and meadows. 
Fifth. All marginal lands to be 
subjected to a soil survey, and ail
